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MUSEUM EXPANDS WEDNESDAY FESTIVALS THROUGH SUMMER MONTHS 

The Cleveland Museum of Art’s popular Wednesday Evening Festivals, 
traditionally held in July, are scheduled throughout June, July, and August this year- 
fourteen Wednesday evenings in all. Visitors can take in exhibitions, lectures, music, 
movies, indoor and outdoor dining, and all the Museum’s permanent collection has to 
offer until 9:45 each Wednesday evening. Almost all the events are free. 

This year, major special exhibitions on view are Benin: Royal Art of Afirica 
(through July 31) and 19th-Centuiy German, Austrian, and Hungarian Drawings from 
Budapest (July 13 - August 28). Live music embraces a wide variety of classical, jazz, 
African, and gospel, presented in concert in Gartner Auditorium or in more casual 
settings in the galleries, the courtyard, or the South steps overlooking the Fine Arts 
Garden. Lectures (June and July only) explore topics related to the Benin exhibition 
and the drawings from Budapest. Three film series also complement the major 
exhibitions: "Ousmane Sembene, Father of African Film" (through June 22), "Classics of 
African-American Cinema" (June 29-July 27), and "Magyar Masterpieces: Classic 
Hungarian Movies" (August 3-31). 

Jazz from 6 to 9 pm in the outdoor courtyard serves as a backdrop for outdoor 
diners each Wednesday as the Museum Cafe offers an assortment of sandwiches, soups, 
salads and summer entrees along with desserts, cappuccino and espresso. Outside, 
grUled foods by Hecks Catering and an assortment of summer wines by the glass add to 
the Wednesday evening dining choices. 

Families are invited to help create a mural, inspired by the Benin exhibition, in 
the Lower Level/Education Gallery (downstairs from the exhibition). As always on 
Wednesdays, all Museum galleries and the Museum Store are open until 9:45 pm.
